To these charge* the defendant Hied a re 
sposse in aritiug, aod afterwards an amended 
response, and the parlies having been fully heard 
and the case maturely considered I will now 
proceed to dispose of it. tt ben the motion was 
made to quash the fourth charge it was over 
ruled lor the reasons and upon tbe authorities 
cited iu the written opinion on file. The lead 
ing auihority relied upon to sustain thai opinion 
was the case of exparte Mills, reported in 1st 
Michigan, t>ut which was found at the time in 
Livingston's law register. Subsequent examin- 
ation of tbe case in the State report* discloses 
the fact that Livingston does not report the case 
iu full bat has omitted that part of the opioon 
of the court which discussed the sufficiency ot 
the more geueral one of the two charges and 
decided that it was insufficient.

But 
It was assumed iu lhe argument that tbe delen 
dant discovered the mistake, and had tbe cor- 
rection made voluntarily, without knowledge of 
any complaint, aod this i* evidence of the mis 
take. I think the proof justifies no such assump. 
tion Ballard proves that defendant, after bis re- 
turn from Garrard, called to see him aod said to 
him that he had received a letter at Lancaster 
Iroui Squre Turner, Jr., that (here was a com 
plaint about the service of tbis process, aud had 
writteu to him, (S. T., Jr.,) to have it correct 
ed; and the circumstances show nothing uurea 
sonablr about it. It is less tbau 24 miles by the 
turnpike, aud about 22 by tbe dirt road lo Lao 
caster; and a messenger could easily have gone 
and returned on Monday after Rowland applied 
to Squire Turner Jr. to correct the return; aud 
it appears that the defendant's letter, directing 
tbe correction to be made, was not received be- 
fore Tuesday, and then came bv private band 
and not by the mail I was insisted, however, 
ibal Ballard's recklessness in swearing to the 
second charge, coupled with bia hostility to de- 
fendant, proves him unworthy of belief. I see 
uotbiog iu the second charge tending to his im 
petchment. Miller was equally bound upoo the 
face of the fee bill aod execution; and tbe re- 
cord of the case of Mulchev vs. Bxllard, dec, 
shows that be (Miller) was equally liable for the 
damages claimed; and if the intelligent clerk 
of the Court of Appeals (Jacob Swigert) thought 
Miller was equally bound by the judgment of 
that court for tbe execution and fee bill, I do not 
see how Ballard, who is no lawyer, could have 
known to the contrary, nor can 1 say his bostili 
ty to the delendant, especially when 1 have le 
lused to permit him, at defendant's instance, to 
explain the cause of it. is so insane and irraliou 
al as to destroy his claims lo belief. The de 
leudant has nut attempted to impeach his char 
aeter, and it is known to be good tor both intel 
ligence and integrity in this community. The 
only effort to weaken ihe force of his evidence 
is by bis nephew and law partner who appears as 
a witness under equally as unfavorable ciicum 
stances; and his contradiction is rather of infer 
ence than of fact. His loss of the letter and 
forgetlulnesa of the messenger who bore it, has 
cut off all means of either refreshing his recol 
lection or showing that it is at fault. I di> not 
eee, therefore, upon what principle I cm disul 
low tbe main fact, in its legitimate bearing upon 
tbe case. But it is said thai no injury was done 
to any person by this return It is sufficient to 
reply that Sbotwell £ Co. were subjected to the 
expenseof employing counsel here, and of send 
iug counsel Irom Louisville to Richmond; and 
it has rendered the Sheriff both liable to the civil 
action of Shotwell & Co , and to a public in 
diciment. It is further said that no improper 
motive is alledged or proven. In regard to tbe 
motive, it the act i illegal, aid koowiugly dune, 
the law presumes the wrong motive und holds the 
party responsible. The Commonwealth vs. B ir 
ry, Hardin's report*, aud lame against Chambers, 
1 J. J. M's. reports. But the proof shows a mo 
tive by the contract between Rogie and defen 
dant; be was entitled lo a larger fee for bringing 
and prosecuting the suit here than il it was 
brought where he could not conduct it in court. 
It was also argued under tbis charge that the pro 
ceediog being in the nature of contempt, the de 
fendant is entitled to a discbarge upon hi* an 
swer unless it is contradicted by the proofs or is 
unreasonable. I do not regard this proceeding 
a* io the nature of a contempt or partakiog ol 
any of iu incidents, no punishment follows it. — 
The court bad no right to examine the defendant 
on oath. He had a right to deny the charges in 
the simplest language; aod if he has chosen 
to enter into un elaborate explanation, be 
must satisfy the court it is true as in other 
cases. 

The second charge is admitted so tar a* alter 
ing the lee bill aod execution is concerned; but 
tbe illegality of doing bo and the intent ia de 
nied ; aod also the placing then in the bands of tbe 
officer for collection; and il is alleged that Mil 
ler was no party in the Court of Appeals and 
not liable; and both the execution and fee bill 
are illegal and void. It i* alio relied, that tbi* 
charge was before the grand jury at tbe Septem 
ber term 1658 of tbis Court, aod that body re- 
fused to indict the defeodant. The facts as de 
veloped by the proofs are that in tbe suit of Mul 
chey v*. Ballard, Jarman and Miller io thii court 
the suit was dismissed by Mulcbev as to Miller 
and a trial bad as to Jarman aod Dallard, aad a 
verdict nnd judgment for defendant's. Thai an 
appeal wa» prosecuted to the Court of Appeals, 
aud the judgment was reversed, and a judgment 
for cost rendered. The clerk issued hi* lee bill 
aud the execution for coat against the three in- 
stead of Jarman aud Ballard and sent them to 
delendant, and ho erased the name ol Miller 
from both and handed them to Miller, who was 
a constable, for collection, and be did collect the 
fee bill. That the conduct of defendant in al 
teriug ihe lee bill and execution was iuveetiga 
ted ny tbe grand jury, and no indictment was 
found. That, pending this investigation before 
the grand jury, the defeudant procured Col W. 
H. Caperton to go before the grand jury and *x- 
plaiu his conduct That the defendant at the 
beginning of the last March term when informed 
of Ballard's purpose to file thes-e charges, denied 
that he had altered the execution, but io his re 
sponse admits aud jus ifies il- In the consider 
ation of tbis charge 1 shall «*> uotbiog about 
tbe fee bill, because it is of less dignity than the 
execution, and much that it may be necessary lo 
say about tbe execution will apply in a less de 
gr'ee to tbe fee bill. In regard to tbe execution 



such an attitude as to require bis removal. — 
Suppose a clerk in drawing up his record were 
lo enter judgment— de bonit propriei, instead ol 
de bonit teetalorit—w suppose he were to leave 
out interest on a note, or give il from au improp 
er due, and ilter the adjournment ot Court, sup- 
pose him to set about correcting these blunders 
of his by altering his record. If one clerk may 
do (hese things, all may, aud thus ia effect a pow 
er would be conceded to them in vacation iu r« 
vising and correcting the acts of the courl, uu 
der the pretence of iuuoceully rectifying their 
own errors.

ought tu be overturned as soon as the doctrine 
shall prevail, that clerks may alter and change 
their records iu vacation to suit lb*ir uotions of 
propriety." 

It is said by Blackstone, vol 4, 128 that "no 
man's property would be safe if records may be 
suppressed or falsified," aud such offense* are 
made felony in England. The law* of the Uui- 
ted State* make il au indictable otl'eus* to alter 
any record, writ or process, of it* courts Our 
own statute punishes with confinement iu tbe 
penitentiary the altering o records. These 
cases and Legislative enactments are referred to 
to show how constantly and sedulously the Leg 
islature aud court* have exerted themselves to 
preserve the integrity of the records ol our court* 
and what httie apoiogy the law affords for such 
an act as these charges embrace, purposely don*. 
Ihe fact that the defendant, in his response jus . 
lifies bis act, in my estimation renders him 4he 
more daogerous to toe public, and increases the 
necessity to render such a judgment as shall de 
prive him as far as possible of the power of re 
peating tbe offense. No one knew better than 
be did that the power lo alter this execution, be- 
longed alone to the court from which it issued, 
for decisions lo this effect *M scattered ail 
through our reports, aud yet w ith this knowledge

bar, and the case was affirmed in the Court «i 
Appeals. In that case it was argued as io tbis, 
tbat the alteration was right, as it ouly made the 
copy conform to the original, (iu this case the 
execution conlorm to tbe judgment) that then- 
was no bad motive, and no wrong done to any 
one, because the copy without the alteration was 
as effective as with it, and neither benefit on one 
Side or injury to the other resulted from ihi* act; 
but tbe court beld tbat it atom mal practics, and 
dismissed the attorney. 

Ia the case of ex psrle Brown, (Howard'* 
Mississippi Reports,)lbe attorney tore off a part 
of the declaration, and then demurred to it, and 
altered the date of the writs, and tbe court held 
that each of these act* was mal practice, and ex 
pelled him from lhe bar. 

Tbe fact that Grand Jury failed te iudict the 
defendant for altering tbi* execution is entitled 
to no weight It doe* not operate as a bar. No 
plea of former acquittal or conviction upoo a 
prosecution effects such a proceeding as this — 
Many of trie cases proceeds upon the ground that 
criminal ooovictiou readers such a proceeding 
necessary.

Tbis was the 
proof offered by the prosecution; and if tbe 
charge rested upoo it alone, notwithstanding I 
think no lawyer at all attentive to the interest ot 
his client, and who read tbe answer with tbe 
view of knowing the defense, could have over- 
looked the plaiu reference to the amendment, in 
the faee of lhe original answar, I should (till re 
gard the proof aa insufficient 

But the defendant called C. D. Goode, who 
tealified, that some days after the service of pro

The Late Hon. Beii. Monroe. 

The long and useful life of the distinguished 
gentleman whose name heads this article, de- 
serves a more extended notice than we have 
heretofore .given. From some of bis most inti 
mate friends we have gathered many interesting 
facts eonoected with his parentage and life. 

Judge Monroe wan born in Albermarle county, 
Vn , on the 17th day of August, 1790. He whs 
tbe sou of Andrew Monroe, a native Virginian, 
of the Episcopal Church, and Ann Bell, a Vir 
gtnian by birth, but the daughter of Scotch 
Irish Presbyterians, from the Province of Elston. 
Andrew Monroe was tbe descendant of Sir An 
jre.v Monroe, a Scotch Knight, who emigrated 
10 Virginia early in the reign of Charles II, 
and settled upon the Potomac His establish 
menl was on a large bodv of land granted bias 
by the Crown which wss afterwards included, and 
is now iu the coanty of Westmoreland. This 
estate having been entailed or transmitted by 
descent, according to tbe laws of primogeniture, 
to the descendants of the royal grantee, the fam- 
ily of Monroe was thereby established, and tbe 
name fixed upon the geographical objeets of the 
locality. The family was accordingly coosplc 
uous in tbe revolution, and afterwards upon the 
Slate and National theatres, until it gave to us 
% Chief Magistrate of the United States. 

But the father of the subject of this notice 
was of ajunior branch of the family, and iheie- 
■ ore inherited no estate. After his marriage, 
and tbe birth of Benjamin and another son, be 
'coked to the wide West as a field to better his 
condition; and having emigrated to Kentucky, 
with the small capital accumulated by his own in 
Justry, he settled himself here in tbe county of 
Seen, about 1794. And here was Judge Mon 
roe reared and educated, until he had attained 
the age of about eighteen years. 

Tbe entire capital of the family was one hun- 
dred acres of land, and only about the number 
of elavee a Northern family would consider suf 
ficieut for what they call their helps- But the 
iaud was superior, and tbe entire household 
had industry aad ambition, aud, by these means, 
• large family was reared and educated. 

Thus was continued this family until its rev 
ered heads were gathered to their fathers, in a 
<ood old age. 

There was then, as it had been on like occa- 
sions with these people, no large amount of prop- 
erty for division among heirs, but there was inher 
tied, by the descendants of this family, tbe good 
aames of honest and pious parents, which was 
priced far more highly than the greatest wealth. 

Judge Monroe was, at about this age — IS — es 
;ablisbed in the Clerk'e office of the Circuit and 
County Courts of Lincoln county, at Stanford, 
then occupied by the Hon. Thos. Montgomery, 
at that time an eminent lawyer, and afterwards a 
Judge of the Circuit Court, aud subsequently a 
member of the Congress of tbe United States. 
The two were cousins germaiu on thrir maternal 
side.. Here be studied aud learned practically 
tbe business of clerk and register or pretuono 
tary of judicial tribunaJa, aud tbence proceeded 
after the regular eourse of preparatory readiug, 
to studv Uw under the instruction of Judge 
Montgomery. He studied with success, and was 
admitted to the bar in bis twenty third year, 
aud settling himself at Stanford, commenced 
the practice with flattering prosaects. But after 
succeeding to an encouraging extent he united 



and LogHue, distinguished pioneers in the early 
history of Kentucky. Hie second wife was a 
sister of Hon Geo Alfred Caldwell, now of Lou 
isville; all of his children, however, wers from 
bis first marriage Five of them preceded him 
to the grave, among whom were the deceased 
wife of Hon. Z^chariah Wheat, Win. P. Mon- 
roe, and John M. Monroe, the two latter of whom 
are remembered by muay of our cilixens as 
young men of great promise, aud of exemplary 
life. 

Whatever may have beeu the public distiuc 
tiun won by the deceased there were other rela 
lions) in which his virtues shone forth most con- 
spicuously. As was said by Judge Story in ref 
erence to Mr. Justice Waabiuglon, of tbe Su 
prenie Court of the United States, "it is as a man, 
thut those who knew him best will most love to 
contemplate bim There was a daily beauty in 
his lile which won every heart. He was benev- 
olent, charitable, affectionate and liberal in the 
beat sense of the terms. He was a Christian, full 
of religious sensibility and religious humility. — 
Attached to the Presbyterian Church by cduca 
tion and choice, he was one of its most sincere 
but unostentatious members. . He was as free 
from bigotiy ss any man; and at tbe same time 
that he claimed tbe right to think for himself, 
he admitted without reserve the same right in 
others. He was, therefore, indulgent even to 
what he deemed errors of doctrine, and abhor- 
red all persecution tor conscience sake. But 
what made religion most attractive in bim and 
gave it occasionally even a sublime expression, 
was its tranquil, cheerful, unobtrusive, meek and 
gentle character. There wss a mingling ot 
Christian graces in bim which showed that tbe 
habit of bis thoughts was fashioned for another 
aud belter world." 

The influence ol such a mau upon his fellow 
men, and especially upon the rising generation, 
■met have been moat salutary. His loss to 
this community could not easily be supplied, 
and long will his memory be cherished with the 
warmest affection.

by the retreat of the friends of Hanson, and re 
salting iu tbe wounding of several Abolitionists. 
A portion of the committee then returned to 
Richmond and beat ap volunteers far the war, 
aud the next day about a hundred and fifty val 
iant knights proceeded to the locality of the pre 
vious day's skirmish No human being could be 
found, and tbey sated their war tike zeal by de- 

So ended 

the Berea war, tbe effect of which will be to 
make a few thousand more Abolitionists in tbe 
North.

O* A mutiny among the ceolies on board tbe 
ship Norway, from Macao for Havana, was men- 
tioned in the telegraph, and that a lady passen- 
ger and her child died from fright. Tbe fal 
lowing are more full particulars: 

The Norway suited from Macao ou ihe 26th 
of November with about one thousand coolies 
on board, and when five days out, at about six 
o'clock in the evening, the captain being below 
at the lime, a mutiuy broke out amoiij; the 
coolies, who set fir* to the ship in two places, 
and endeavored to force the hatches. 

Mr. Stimpsou, of Boston, one of the mates, 
had charge of the deck, awl the watch, with id* 
exi-eptiuu of tbe man at the wheel, waa aloft 
taking in sail. Mr. Stimpson rushed to the hatch 
and commenced the struggle The crew from 
aloft aud those below tried to seize tbe boats and 
leave the ship, when the Surgeon, an English 
gentleman, drew his pistol and threatened lo 
shoot the first man who dared to make that at 
tempt. Tbe crew then rallied and went to the 
assi.tance of the officers, and a figbt ensued, 
which continued from six in the evening until 
alter daylight next morning. 

Thirty of the coolies were killed and more 
thau 9l> more wounded before the mutiny was 
quelled. The captain then gave the coolies one 
hour to deliver up the arms in their possession; 
it tbey did nut, be threatened lo cut away the 
masts, set fir* to the ship, lake the boats and 
provisions, and leave tbein to their fate. Tbe 
mutineers soon came to terms.
